American  culture  is  denounced  as  being  base 
and  crude,  shallow  and  inane;  American  society  is  accused  of  being 
widely  ignorant  and  discriminatory.   Worst  of  all  are  the  attacks 
against  American  politicians,  specifically  President  Reagan.   It 
seems  that  even  apolitical  students  have  learned  to  say  "I  hate 
Reagan."   What  makes  these  attacks  all  the  more  cruel,  all  the  more 
ludicrous,  is  that  no  man  has  done  more  in  recent  history  to  assure 
the  Free  World's  safety  than  Ronald  Reagan.   While  many  others 
criticize  Reagan,  our  contempt  and  dislike  for  him  seems  to  be 
unusually  intense  and  virulent.   So  from  where  Joes  all  this 
animosity  stem? 

The  answer,  as  one  observer  recently  remarked,  is  simple. 
Anti-Americanism  is  due  to  Canada's  national  inferiority  complex. 
But  he  failed  to  add  that  it  is  sorely  aggravated  by  a  type  of 
inhibiting  short-sightedness,  unique  to  Canadian  liberals,  which 
prevents  America's  role  from  being  fully  appreciated  or  exploited. 
It  is  this  group  that  points  proudly  to  Canadian  culture  and  then 
turns  round  to  watch  an  American  movie  or  read  an  American  magazine. 
It  is  this  group  that  denounces  in  defamatory  terms  the  policies 
and  personages  of  the  U.S.  government,  but  at  the  same  time  reaps 
the  economic  benefits  that  they  have  brought  about.   And  it  is  this 
group  that,  while  putting  down  in  every  way  imaginable  the  American 
people,  spends  vacations  in  Florida,  or  other  prrts  of  the  U.S., 
buys  goods  from  the  U.S.,  or  does  business  with  the  U.S.   Classic 
examples  of  biting  the  hand  that  feeds  you. 

To  conclude,  America  has  ten  times  the  economic,  political  and 
social  clout  of  Canada,  and  it  is  therefore  only  natural  that  we 
would  be  influenced  a  great  deal  by  such  a  neighbour.   But  it  is  not 
natural,  nor  is  it  healthy,  to  condemn  an  ally  such  as  the  U.S.   The 
United  States  of  America  could  very  easily  survive  without  Canada; 
Canada  could  never  survive  without  the  U.S.   In  the  future,  one  can 
only  hope  that  many  Canadians  will  step  off  their  ethereal  soap-box 
and  descend  to  the  world  of  reality.   Then  maybe  we  will  learn  to 
appreciate  the  U.S.  as  we  should.
